Global finance chiefs call 
for US to resolve paralysis 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
chorus of global finance 
chiefs yesterday called for the 
US to quickly resolve the po¬ 
litical stalemate over the 
budget and debt ceiling to 
avoid damaging the world 
economy 

Top finance officials from 
China, Europe and Latin 
Am erica joined Intern ati on al 
M on et ary Fund M anagi ng 
Director Christine Lagarde 
and World Bank President 
Jim Yong Kim in warning of 
the potential catastrophe 
looming if Washington is 
forced to slash spending be¬ 
cause Congress does not in¬ 
crease the statutory 
borrowing cap 

'They should have the 
wisdom to solve this problem 
as soon as possible/ 1 Gang 
Yi, deputy governor of the 
People's Bank of China, said 


during the World Bank-IMF 
annual meetings in Washing¬ 
ton. “We certainly need a 
very stable global economy." 

In New York, European 
Central Bank chief Maria 
Dragln said a standoff be¬ 
tween the Democrats and Re¬ 
publicans that lasts several 
weeks or months could 
"cause severe damage to the 
US economy and to the 
world." 

"The world still doesn't 
believe that the US will not 
find a way out of this," 
Draghi said 

Lagarde and Kim, launch¬ 
ing the annual meetings of 
the two global banks, both 
highlighted the dangers as 
Republicans offered a short¬ 
term fix to the impasse that 
was not sure to be accepted 
by President Barack Obama.

One of Ins 
former students, Aruban Javier 
Sint Jago, who was also one of 
the crew on the maiden voyage 
of die Ecolution, accepted the 
award on his behalf On a very 
up b eat note, J avier atmounce d 


that the Luna solar car team, 
many of winch are Arubans 
studying atTU Delft, now held 
a sizable lead during the World 
Solar Challenge, a 2 ODD-mile 
race through the Australian 
Outback, with eveiy expecta¬ 
tion o f winnin g the race. 

Dr Ockels did send a 
video, m which he was wear¬ 
ing a tee shut with his signa¬ 
ture motto “1 am an astronaut 
on Spaceship Earth." He con¬ 
gratulated the Prime Minister 
on his recent resounding suc¬ 


cess m the national elections 
on September 27, and felt the

How to Improve the Performance 

of your employees 


Dn any given day on Aruba, 
scores of sales people are 
being trained how to be more 
effective, particularly selling 
time share products. I know 
this because I had the oppor¬ 
tunity of providing sales tech¬ 
niques seminars to many and 
I also had a sprint of working 
in a timeshare property as a 
sales person. 

As I observe the training 
process and content, E under¬ 
stand that these sales people 
are being trained haw to lis¬ 
ten their customers, haw to 
handle objections, how Id be 
more effective at cold calling 
They also train them an how 
to handle charging more 
money than competitors for 
similar products and services 
And they spend a lot of time 
training the all important 
closing element of the sale 
process. Grant you, many of 
these sales courses are effec¬ 
tive, I took a couple of them 
myself But, let me surprise 
you by telling you that far 
too often the courses do not 
improve sales at ail. No mat¬ 
ter how good they were and 
which sales guru gave the 
training course. 

Of course you are asking 
the big question, why do they 
not improve sales'? I’ll tell 
why. 

Virtually none of these 
courses give sales people the 
beliefs that prevent them 
from being more effective 
As a psychologist, I have to 
tell you that a person’s mind¬ 
set and belief system is very 
crucial in just about every¬ 
thing they da, and this in¬ 
cludes being a sales person 

A. Here are a few exam¬ 
ples of what 1 mean: No mat¬ 
ter what skills or selling 
experience a person might 
have, if he has a wrong belief 
system, he will not succeed. 
For example, if his belief is 
that what makes me good 
enough are my accomplish¬ 
ments, he will, run his life by 


what he is able to accomplish 
and by showing others his ac¬ 
complishments. Such a per¬ 
son will prob ably not attempt 
anything new out of fear that 
it will not result m an accom¬ 
plishment he can brag 
ab out.. he believes he will not 
be able to “pull it off" 

We know that sales calls 
often have a significant, 
amount of risk involved, 
somebody with this kind of 
belief I just described might 
resist making sales calls and 
not succeed as a good sales 
member on your sales team, 
no matter what courses you 
have him take 



B„ Another example of 
what 1 mean is; no matter 
what skills or experience a 
sales person might have, if 
lus or her belief system is: 
The only way to make a sale 
is to have the lowest price. 
Tins sales person will resist, 
selling a product simply be¬ 
cause it has a higher price 
tli an th e c omp etiti on. Evenif 
they know that their product 
has a higher value than the 
competitor’s product. More 
than often, tins is the excuse 
that salespeople with this be¬ 
lief system come back with 
after a day of not having sold 
anything. You see, it is their 
belief system and mindset 
that makes all the difference, 
not the guru course they took 
some days or weeks ago! 


These people will respond to 
your expert course with the 
comment... “yes, we have a 
better quality product, but it 
is almost impossible tD males 
a sal e wh en we hav e a hi gh er 
price than theirs'?’’ 

C. Here is another exam¬ 
ple of what I mean, no matter 
what experience or skills a 
sales person might have, if 
they have a negative self-es¬ 
teem belief, like... "T am not 
goad enough, I’m not capable 
or competent, or I’m power¬ 
less," they will be a lousy 
sale person. Such a person 
will p erform way below their 
level of potential And, 
what's more potential cus¬ 
tomers will also perceive his 
insecurity 

D. Space constraints will 
all ow me to share a couple 
mare examples, but 1 can 
only comment on one of 
them here. The sales per¬ 
son’s belief that. . “what 
makes me good enough is 
having people think well of 

me.” This particular belief 
system will make people 
afraid to do anything that 
might result in people not lik¬ 
ing them or thinking well of 
them. They resort to doing 
only those tilings that they are 
sure will bring people ap¬ 
plaud of them. Imagine con¬ 
tracting someone with this 
belief system tD call or ap¬ 
proach people they don’t 
know to do selling Hie fact 
that there are p eople who will 
get mad for calling them or 
for appro a clung them will 
simply make such a person 
with this belief system run 
from the responsibility! 

E. One last example is, 
"mistakes and failure are bad, 
and I can't do this because I 
might fail " These people will 
be afraid to try anything new; 
they will keep messing up 
simply because they believe 
they will fail

Well, how do you tackle tins 
problem? My advice is sim¬ 
ple, in addition to providing 
skills training for your sales 
people, make sure you also 
help them get rid of their de¬ 
bilitating beliefs, beliefs that 
will impede their success. In 
a seminar I do with great suc¬ 
cess, I help employees (sales 
people) through a process to 
get rid of their negative be¬ 
liefs like the ones listed 
above.

IMF gold 
sales to fund 
lending 
to poor 
countries 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
International Monetary Fund 
announced yestderday it has 
h arne ss ed win d fall goldp io fi¬ 
lls from member countries to 
fund loans to the world's 
poorest countries in the com¬ 
ing years 

"We have just reached the 
threshold, of enough ap¬ 
provals from our membership 
to transfer the existing gold 
profit to meet the financing 
needs of our low-income 
countries," IMF managing di¬ 
rector Christine Lagarde said. 

Cal ting it the good news 
of tins week," Lagarde noted 
it had been a years-long goal 
to put the IMF's Poverty Re¬ 
duction and Growth Trust on 
a sustainable basis. 

The IMF said that. 151 of 
its 1 SB m emb er co untri e s h ad 
pledged more than 90 percent 
of die roughly $2 7 bilk on in 
windfall profits remaining 
from a gold sale to the PRGT. 

'Hie IMF had sought to use 
members resources linked to 
the gold sales to partially 
fund the PRGT, which offers 
lending under flexible condi¬ 
tions -- currently at a zero in¬ 
terest rate -- to low-ihcome 
countries 

The PF.GT now has fund¬ 
ing to support more than $3 4 
billion m concessional lend¬ 
ing.. allowing it to lend almost 
$2 billion annually, in line 
with the IMF's estimate for 
demand from poor countries. 

"We now have secured cri¬ 
tical resources to provide ad¬ 
equate levels of financial 
support to the poorest coun¬ 
tries for years to come," La¬ 
garde said in a statement 

"That so many countries, 
at different levels of develop¬ 
ment and from all of the 
world's regions, have sup¬ 
ported tins process shows the 
strong and universal commit¬ 
ment of our membership to 
help the world's poorest coun¬ 
tries "

MOSCOW (AFP) - The father 
of Edward Snowden arrived m 
Moscow yesterday, hoping to 
meet Ins son for the first time 
since the former US intelli¬ 
gence contractor became a 
fugitive after leaking sensa¬ 
tional details of US covert sur¬ 
veillance 

Lon Snowden arrived in 
Moscow on a flight from New 
York, speaking to reporters at 
Sheremetyevo airport where 
Ins son spent more than a 
month in transit limbo before 
Russia agreed to grant him 
temporary asylum in August 

In an apparently c are fully - 
organised itinerary, he swiftly 
appeared on the state television 
channel Rossiya 24, looking 
tired and still weanng Ins air¬ 
plane outfit of sweat pants and 
fleece jacket. 

In comments heavily 
dubbed into Russian from 
English, he admitted he still 
didn't know where his 30 -year- 
old son was staying 

Edward Snowden's where¬ 
abouts have been a mystery 
ever since he was given asy¬ 
lum. 

“It's really inappropriate for 
me to go into detail" of his 
plans to meet Edward, Ins fa¬ 
ther said 

His plans in Russia will de¬ 
pend on Snowden's lawyer 
Anatoly Kucherena, who is 
hosting the father as his 
"guest" 


"I'm here to learn more 
about my son's situation," 
Snowden taldj aumallsts at the 
airport "My hope is to learn 
more about Ins circumstances 
and his health and to discuss 
legal options If the opportu¬ 
nity presents itself 1 certainly 
hope that I have the opportu¬ 
nity to see my son." 

Snowden senior was met at 
the airport by Kucherena, a 
pro -Kremlin public figure with 
ties to Russia's security agen¬ 
cies, who has been the public's 
only source of information 
about die fugitive leaker's life 
in the past months. 

'He will not return to the 
US' 

Kucherena said Snowden 
continues to live in secret for 
fear of being tracked down by 
the United States and relies on 
money donated to him through 
various organisations, but has 
had several job offers and may 
decide to take employment 
soon. 

The former National Secu¬ 
rity Agency contractor is 
wanted by the United States 
after revealing to die media de¬ 
tails of massive domestic and 
for ei gn surv ei 11 anc e pro¬ 
grammes operated by the se¬ 
cretive agency. 

Lon Snowden said he had 
had no direct contact with his 
son in recent months, adding 
" I really have no idea what Ins 
intentions are

Disgraced Detroit mayor gets 
28 years for corruption 


CHICAGO (AFP) - Dis¬ 
graced Detroit Mayor Kwame 
Kilpatrick was sentenced Ed 
23 years in a federal prison on 
corruption and extortion 
charges. 

The sentence comes as the 
city of Detroit is seeking to 
shed massive debts he helped 
rack up in the nation's largest 
muni cip al b ankmp toy 

Kilpatrick, 43, was con¬ 
victed in March of two dozen 
criminal counts following a 
sweeping federal investiga¬ 
tion into the rigging of mu¬ 
nicipal and state contracts. 

Some 33 other people — in¬ 
cluding city workers and con¬ 
tractors -- have also been 
convicted as a result of the in¬ 
vestigation 

"Hus case is not so much 
about punishing for the past 



as it about shaping the fu¬ 
ture," US Attorney Barbara 
Me Quads said 

Known as Detroit's 'hip hop 
mayor, 1 Kilpatrick resigned in 
2008 after he was caught 
lying under oath during a tor¬ 
rid police whistle blower 
case. 

He pleaded guilty to ob¬ 
struction of justice charges 


and served four months in j ail 
for lying during the investiga¬ 
tion of a hushed-up stripper 
party at the mayoral mansion 
and an affair he had with his 
chief of staff 

The charges were filed 
after Kilpatrick abruptly in¬ 
structed the -city to award 3.4 
million dollars to settle 
wrongful dismissal charges 
by three police officers who 
said they had been fired for 
investigating the mayor and 
the p arty 

The jury also heard evidence 
that corruption went back as 
far as Kilpatrick's time as a 
state when he diverted a state 
grant aimed at helping Detroit 
children to a non-pro fit run by 
Ferguson and ins wife that in¬ 
stead spent the money on per¬ 
sonal expenses. 


Reuters plans buyouts, job cuts in 
United States 


HEW YORK CITY (AFP) -The 
Reuters news agency is planning 
voluntary buyouts and seven jobs 
aits in the United States, along 
with the relocation of its Wash¬ 
ington editing desk, its journal - 
l sts' uni on sai d Thursday. 

The buyout plan, offered to 
employees who have worked 
for the news wire for more than 
18 years, will provide severance 
above tire standard contract, ac- 
cordmgto die Newspaper Guild 
of Hew York, which says 97 of 
its members meet the require¬ 
ments 

Reuters management also in¬ 
formed die union of its plan to 
cut seven uni on-represented ed¬ 
itorial jobs two positions in 
New York, which will be out¬ 
sourced to Bangalore, India, and 
five m Mi am, where the agency 
will keep just one person. 

Reuters also plans to dose its 


editing desk in Washington and 
to tmng those duties to its New 
York office. The current editors 
will have the option of either 
moving to New York or trans¬ 
ferring to any open reporting po¬ 
sitions m Washington, according 
to the union 

The management plans to fi¬ 
nalize tlie staff reductions and 
the desk dosings by die end of 
2013. 

Reuters had announced last 
week it planned to cut some five 
percent of its editorial staf£ ac¬ 
cording to a source dose to the 
company 

The union reported the same 
figure but emphasized manage¬ 
ment representatives, during a 
meeting Wednesday did not 
clarify whether die employees 
who take the buyout will he 
counted among die five percent 

Reuters is one of he world's 


biggest global news agencies, 
along with Agence France- 
Presse and die US-based Asso¬ 
ciated Press It employs more 
than 2,3 0 0 j oumah sts, ac cording 
to the latest annual tally from its 
parent company, financial infor¬ 
mation group Thomson Reuters 
The news wire represents just 
a small part of Thomson 
Reuters, which mainly earns its 
revenues from financial termi¬ 
nals it provides in baides and 
trading floors and from the dis¬ 
tribution of specialized financial 
and legal information 

The company had announced 
in February it was cutting 2,3DO 
jobs m its "Financial and Risk"

SYDNEY (AFP) - The son of 
Australia's nchest person Gina 
Rinehart, who is embroiled in 
a family feud, has withdrawn 
his bid to head a family trust 
for "the sake of family har¬ 
mony", reports said. 

The feud has been simmer¬ 
ing since 2011, with son John 
Hancock siding with Ins sister 
Bianca Rinehart against their 
mother for control of the 
multi-billion dollar trust. 

At the centre of the dispute 
is the trust set up by the late 
mmmg magnate Lang Han¬ 
cock in 1983 with his four 
grandchildren as the benefici¬ 
aries. 

His daughter Gina Rinehart 
was to run the trust winch 
holds a 23.4 percent share of 
her iron ore comp any H an c d ek 
Pro sp ectmg, until tire youngest 
grandchild turned 25 in 2D11. 

But just days before this 
date Gina Rinehart allegedly 
sought to delay the payout 
until 20(53, saying it would 
avoid a huge capital gams tax 
hill 

The move prompted Han¬ 


cock and sisters Bianca Rine¬ 
hart and Hope Rinehart Welker 
to take court action, although 
Hope Rinehart Welker later 
wilhdrew from the case 

Earlier this month Gma 
Rinehart said she planned to 
relinquish control of the trust, 
and her sou had appeared keen 
to replace her. 

But .Sydney's Supreme 
Court heard Wednesday that 
John Hancock had withdrawn 
ins application to become head 
a f the family trust in favour o f 
his sister Bianca, the Sydney 
Morning Herald reported 

"I made the decision last 
night to ask Bianca to nomi¬ 
nate as replacement trustee," 
he said in a statement. "I also 
decided to stand down as re¬ 
placement, m tlie interests of 
family harmony, and support 
Bianca's nomination." 

Lawyers for the youngest 
sister Gima Rinehart report¬ 
edly objected to the proposal, 
saying if Bianca was to be 
trustee, it should have been 
mentioned months ago.

Breast cancer patients reveal 
effect of disease on their self 
esteem and sex life 




- One m two breast cancer 
survivors under the age of 55 
say their sex lives have suf¬ 
fered as a result the disease 
and its treatment a survey by 
Macmillan Cancer Support 
has found. 

Nearly one in three women 
who had beaten breast cancer, 
and 54 per cent of those under 
55, say they have sex less 
often.

FRANKFURT (AFP) - Au¬ 
thors are increasingly opting to 
self-pubhsh as a way to reach 
readers and sidestep potentially 
thorny relations with a pub¬ 
lisher, industry players at the 
world's biggest book fair sard 
Thursday 

“People have always wanted 
to tell their story. A lot of bar¬ 
rier's have fallen thanks to the 
explosion of social networks 
and new technologies," said 
Floriau Geuppert of French 
company Books on Demand 
With an annual print-run of 
three million books and 17,000 
digital versions, his company 
is one of top players in the 
world of self-publishing, a key 
theme at this year's Frankfurt 
Book Fair m western Ger¬ 
many. 

Self-publishing, winch al¬ 
lows an author to publish a 
manuscript for a traditional 
paper book or e-book without 
going through a publishing 
company accounted for just 
three percent of' France's book 
market last year. 

In the United States however 
it now boasts a 17-percent 
share of the market after signif- 
i cant growth in re cent y ears. 

Some writers choose to go it 
alone because they have been 
turned down by a publisher, 
but most simply dD it because 
they want to stay in total con¬ 
trol, according to Geuppert 
“The main reason for self- 
publishing is still the same, to 
do what they want, haw they 
want it," he said. 

The German self-publishing 
platform has brought out 
15,003 publications 
Depending on the form it 
takes, writers can hope to 
pocket anything from 15 to 30 
percent from tire sales of a self- 
published book, compared to 
up to six percent via a tradi¬ 


tional publisher. 

"As soon as the book is pub¬ 
lished, it is available on the big 
distribution platforms like 
Amazon, Google Play, the 
Apple store," Joly said. 


ADELAIDE (AFP) - Dutch 
team Noon on Thursday 
crossed the finish line in an 
epic 3,0Q0-kilometre (l.SdO- 
mile) solar car race across the 
Australian outback ahead of 
Japan's Tokat University, 
avenging their 2 D11 defeat.

"We actually calculated 
everything so that our battery 
would be fully empty finishing 
here and so that we could dnve 
at the highest speed possible." 

Nuon was narrowly defeated 
by Team Tokai in the 2D 11 
race, when just 3D kilometres 
separated the first and second 
ears in one of the contest's 
da sest finishes in its In story 

Another Dutch team, 
Twente, came third, with Stan¬ 
ford from the United States

fifth place 

Teams from 2D countries 
were fielding cars in the race, 
which takes place every two 
years. 

Crews were allowed to store 
a small amount of energy but 
most of their power had to 
come from the sun and then 
vehicle's kinetic forces. 

The cars were allowed to 
drive between Sam and 5pm

LAPAZ (AFP) - Gold and sil¬ 
ver pieces as well as bones and 
pottery horn 1,50□ years ago 
were discovered m Lake Titi¬ 
caca by underwater archaeolo¬ 
gists, a researcher said 
Tuesday. 

* We found 2,000 objects 
and fragments," Cimstophe 
Delaere, the Belgian co-direc¬ 
tor o f the Hum aim area Proj eet 
that unearthed the items, said 
at a ceremony in La Paz, 

Pr e sr d ent Evo M or al e s, B o - 
hvia's minister of culture and 
diplomats from Belgium were 
also in attendance. 

The expedition began two 
months ago on the Bolivian 
side of tire lake, which is 
shared with Peru. Underwater 
explorations turned up objects 
from different eras, both Inca 
era and pre-Inca (1438-1533). 

Hie project unearthed 31 


gold fragments, mainly around 
die Isla del Sol, where legend 
holds that mythical founders of 


the Incan empire emerged 
from die lake's waters. 

Underwater excavations 


were carried out in other 
parts of the lake where 
objects from different 
dates were found. 

"There are ceramics 
and urns from more than 
500 to SOD years ago," 
Delaere said. 

Elsewhere, 1,500- 
year-oId objects such as 
stone vessels, incense 
containers and figures of 
animals like pumas were 
found 

Tales about the lake 
containing underwater 
citadels and wealth sup¬ 
posedly stashed by in¬ 
digenous Queehua and 
Aymara people from 
Spanish ccnquistadores 
have existed for cen¬ 
turies in Bolivia. 

In tire late 13dOs French ex¬ 
plorer Jacques-Yves Cousteau 


conducted several expeditions 
m Lake Titicaca, finding signs 
of a civilization 

Morales stressed that Bo¬ 
livia, South America's poorest 
nation, is keen to recover its 
national patrimony on display 
m countries in Europe and the 
United States.

Lems took to Twitter on 
Thursday tD deny a report in 
Britain's Daily Mail newspa¬

However, the 43-year-old 
Lewis told his Twitter follow¬ 
ers: * A hyp otlietL cal answer to 
a hypothetical question does 
NOT equal reality ENoCome- 
b ack 

The Mail reported Lexvis, 
who has resisted several at¬ 
tempts to lure him out of re¬ 
tirement, saying he was 
offered $50xnillion (£31.3m) 
m Moscow at the weekend 
while attending Wladimir Kl- 
itsdhko's successful defence of 
hi s worl d ti tl es ag amst Al ex an¬ 
ti er Po vetkin 

He'd previously talked of 
$50 million being the required 
amount to make him contem¬ 
plate a return to boxing.

"Everyone asks me, 'How 
da you feel at 4 0 years old,'" 
said Marquez, who brings a 
record of 55-6 with one drawn 
and 40 knockouts to the b out

a warrior heat." 


Bradley, who followed up 
his dubious win a ver Pacquiao 
with a 12-round unanimous -- 
albeit narrow -- decision over 
Ruslan Provodrukov in March, 
boasts a record ofiO-Q with 12 
knockouts. 

He absorbed a stream d£ 
punishment from Provodnikov 
m the early rounds, suffering a 
concussion in the first round 
and absorbing a blow that 
nearly gave the Russian chal¬ 
lenger a late knockout 

However, Bradley says lie's 
fit and ready tD unveil Ins 
"NinjaTurtle shell" physique 
at the weigh-in prior to what 
he expects to be another bruis¬ 
ing encounter. 

"It's very seldom that you 
have two guys willing to fight, 
one another that are quite 
evenly matched," Bradley 
said "It's going to be an inter¬ 
esting night Saturday night.."
